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WASHINGTON — Pres- 
ident Donald Trump won 
Florida, the nation’s most- 
prized battleground state, 
and held onto Texas as he 
and former Vice President 
Joe Biden on Tuesday bat- 
tled to the finish of an epic 
campaign with counting in 
many states expected to 
continue late into the night 
and into today. 

At 2 a.m. Central time to- 
day, it was announced that 
Biden won in Arizona and 
Maine. 

Many of the battle- 
ground states had yet to be 
called late Tuesday night, 
including Georgia, Michi- 
gan, North Carolina, Penn- 
sylvania and Wisconsin. 

Trump won Texas, Flor- 
ida, Iowa and Ohio, while 
Biden carried New Hamp- 
shire and Minnesota. It 
takes 270 electoral votes to 
win the presidency. 

About 1:30 a.m. Cen- 
tral time today, Trump ad- 
dressed a room full of sup- 
porters and his family, and 
thanked the American peo- 
ple for their “tremendous 
support.”

WASHINGTON — The 
battle for control of the Sen- 
ate tightened Tuesday after 
Democrats picked up a seat 
in Colorado, but suffered a 
setback in Alabama, and Re- 
publicans held their own in 
high-profile races in South 
Carolina, Texas and Kansas, 
narrowing the political map. 

Republicans fought to 
retain their Senate majority 
against a surge of Demo- 
crats challenging President 
Donald Trump’s allies. Both 
parties saw paths to victory,

Republican U.S. Rep. 
French Hill was on track to 
defeat Democratic state Sen. 
Joyce Elliott on Tuesday for a 
fourth term in office. 

With 325 out of 392 pre- 
cincts reporting, unofficial 
returns showed:

A Democrat hasn’t held 
the seat since U.S. Rep. Vic 
Snyder of Little Rock retired 
in January 2011. 

The Central Arkansas dis- 
trict includes Pulaski, Saline, 
Faulkner, White, Perry, Con- 
way and Van Buren counties. 

Elliott was well ahead in 
Pulaski County but was los- 
ing badly elsewhere in the 
district. 

With the vote count most- 
ly done, Hill expressed thanks 
to those who had supported 
him. 

“Tm humbled and pleased 
to have the privilege to rep- 
resent the people of the 2nd 
District in the Congress for 
two more years. I appreci- 
ate the trust they put in my 
work,” he said.

Hill thanked his campaign 
team, saying they had done 
“an excellent job at voter 
turnout in a presidential 
year.” 

Work awaits Congress in 
Washington, D.C., Hill noted. 

“T think our first priority 


should be helping rebuild 
this economy and restoring 
the health of the country,” he 
said. 

“I would like to, even in 
this lame-duck session, fight 
for extending the Paycheck 
Protection Program,” he said. 


Clarification on unem- 
ployment benefits is needed, 
and governors need to be 
given additional flexibility 
to spend federal coronavirus 
relief money after Dec. 31, he 
added.

rowing. With several races 
still too early to call, and one 
Georgia contest heading to 
a January runoff, the final 
verdict was not known on 
election night. 

Democrats ousted Repub- 
lican Cory Gardner for John 
Hickenlooper in Colorado, a 
must-win seat if Democrats 
were to wrest the majority. 
Gardner was among the most 
endangered incumbents as 
his state shifted leftward. 

“It’s time for a different 
approach,” Hickenlooper 
said in a live video message

state ballot 
approved 
by voters

Arkansas voters on Tues- 
day approved a constitution- 
al amendment that will per- 
manently extend the state’s 
0.5% sales tax for roads and 
highways as well as a consti- 
tutional amendment that will 
end lifetime term limits for 
state lawmakers. 

But they rejected a pro- 
posed constitutional amend- 
ment that would have made 
it more difficult for citizen 
groups to qualify ballot mea- 
sures for general election 
ballots and increased the 
voting threshold for the state 
Legislature to refer proposed 
constitutional amendments 
to voters. 

In the 2019 regular ses- 
sion, the Arkansas General 
Assembly referred all three 
proposed constitutional 
amendments to voters.
